WITHIN ITS FIELD OF COMPETENCE, TAKING FULL ACCOUNT OF

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CHILE REQUESTED VOTE UNDER RULE 66 (DISCUSSION OF REPORT

ITERATING VIEWS EXPRESSED EARLIER IN COMITE ON SOVIET 
CAMPAIGN AGAINST CHILE AND IN DEFENSE OF CHILE, AND CALLED 
DRAFT RES SOMBER AND SINISTER PRECEDENT WHICH OPENED WAY FOR 
MASS ATTACK ON SINGLE COUNTRY BY DOMINANT, 

NEO-IMPERIALIST SUPERPOWER FOR OWN POLITICAL PURPOSES. 

CHILE, HE SAID, REJECTED HYPOCRITICAL DRAFT RES AND WOULD 
DEFEND ITSELF AGAINST ANY INTERFERENCE FROM ABROAD. 

RES 1 (IN A/9829) DEALING WITH TORTURE AND OTHER CRUEL, 

INHUMAN OR DEGRADING TREATMENT OF PUNISHMENT IN RELATION 
TO DETENTION AND IMPRISONMENT WAS ADOPTED 125-0-KZAIRE). 

RES 2 ON PROTECTION OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN CHILE WAS APPROVED 
90-8(ARGENTINA, BOLIVIA, BRAZIL, CHILE, GUATEMALA, 

NICARAGUA, PARAGUAY, URUGUAY)-26(INCLUDING US, SEVEN LA'S, 

INDIA, ISRAEL, JORDAN, UGANDA, ZAIRE), WITH CHINA, BAHAMAS,

ABSENT. RES 3 ON STATUS OF INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION ON

SATISFACTION WITH ADOPTION OF RES ON HR IN CHILE WAS EXPRESSED 
BY REPS, OF USSR, POLAND, BULGARIA, MONGOLIA, HUNGARY, UKRAINE, 
GDR, AND BYELORUSSIA. REPS OF USSR, POLAND, GDR, BYELOR 
USSIA ALSO CALLED FOR RELEASE BY URUGUAY OF NUMBER OF 
PERSONS DETAINED IN THAT COUNTRY, 

INCLUDING SYG OF COMMUNIST PARTY. (LATER, GIAMBRUNO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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(URUGUAY) REPLIED TO THOSE DELS, EXPLAINING SYG OF 
COMMUNIST PARTY HAD BEEN LINKED WITH SUBVERSIVE ACTION AND 
THERE WAS CLEARLY NO VIOLATION OF JUSTICE.) DIAZ (CHILE) 

REPLIED TO EE DELS. JAPAN AND NIGERIA SAID THEY WOULD 
BE GRATIFIED IF REPORTS OF VIOLATIONS PROVED UNFOUNDED. 
AUSTRALIA AND DENMARK HOPED CHILE WOULD HEED RES. 

RESES IN COMITE 3 REPORT DEALING WITH ELIMINATION OF ALL 
FORMS OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION (A/9808) WERE ADOPTED AS 
FOLLOWS: RES1, ON DECADE FOR ACTION TO COMBAT RACISM 
AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, UNANIMOUSLY. RES 2, ON 
MEASURES TO IMPROVE SITUATION OF MIGRANT WORKERS, 

ADOPTED 1 lO-O-l(MADAGASCAR). MADAGASCAR ABSTAINED 

BECAUSE OF GOM EMPLOYMENT LEGISLATION, FRANCE HAD ABSTAINED IN 

COMITE 3 ONLY FOR PROCEDURAL REASONS, AND PHILIPPINES AND 
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UK HAD RESERVATIONS. AMB SCHAUFELE SAID RES WAS IN KEEPING WITH 
USG'S CONCERN FOR RIGHTS OF MIGRANT WORKERS, 

REGARDLESS OF LEGAL STATUS. RES 3, ON ASSISTANCE AND 
COOPERATION IN ACCOUNTING FOR PERSONS MISSING OR DEAD IN 
ARMED CONFLICTS. WAS ADOPTED 95-0-32. RES 4, ON IMPROVEMENT OF 
EFFECTIVE ENJOYMENT OF HUMAN RIGHTS AND FUNDAMENTAL FREEDOMS, 
WAS APPROVED WITHOUT VOTE. WHEN GA TOOK UP RES 5 ON HUMAN 
RIGHTS AND FUNDAMENTAL FREEDOMS, OP PARA 5 (CONDEMNING POLICY 
OF NATO STATES AND OTHER POWERS WHICH ASSIST RACIST 
REGIMES IN SOUTHERN AFRICA AND ELSEWHERE TO REPRESS 
ASPIRATIONS OF PEOPLES TO ENJOYMENT OF HR) IN SEPARATE VOTE 
WAS INCLUDED 94-10-25, AND RES AS WHOLE ADOPTED 1 19-0-10. 
NETHERLANDS AND FRG COULD NOT SUPPORT OP PARA 5 BECAUSE 
THEY SAW NO CONNECTION BETWEEN NATO AND QUESTION OF HR 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA.

SPEAKERS IN DISARMAMENT DEBATE NOV. 6 WERE REPS OF LIBYA. 

CYPRUS, UGANDA, SAUDI ARABIA, SOMALIA, PHILIPPINES, ALBANIA, 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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ETHIOPIA, UAE, AND CONGO. SOVIET ENMOD PROPOSAL WAS SUPPORTED 
BY CYPRUS, PHILIPPINES, SOMALIA AND UAE, WHILE ALBANIAN 
REP CHARGED IT WAS DESIGNED TO HAMPER SCIENTIFIC AND 
TECHNOLOGICAL DEVELOPMENT AND SLACKEN OTHER COUNTRIES' 

DEFENSE CAPABILITIES. SOVIET ROB PROPOSAL WAS WELCOMED BY 
UGANDA AND UAE. ETHIOPIA FELT CUTS IN MILITARY EXPENDITURES 
SHOULD BE TIED TO SPECIFIC DISARMAMENT GOALS TO PREVENT 
MANIPULATION OF NATIONAL BUDGETS, AND ALBANIA CALLED ITEM 
PROPAGANDA. SOMALIA, ETHIOPIA, UAE AND CONGO ALL FAVORED 
ME AND SOUTH ASIAN NFZ'S. NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT WAS IMPORTANT 
TO SPEAKERS. 

LIBYAN REP DECLARED THAT ENDING OF WAR DEPENDED ON 
IMPERIALISTS ENDING THEIR AMBITIONS: IMPERIALISTS THREATENED 
SMALL COUNTRIES, FORCING THEM TO SPEND THEIR WEALTH ON MEANS 
OF DEFENSE. ROSSIDES (CYPRUS) STRESSED NEED TO PROHIBIT 
USE OF NAPALM AND RELATED WEAPONS. AND SPOKE OF EXTENSIVE 
SUFFERING OF PEOPLE OF CYPRUS FROM RECENT NAPALM BOMBING. 

LATER TURKISH REP GUVEN ACCUSED CYPRIOT REP OF ATTACKING 
TURKEY IN CAMOUFLAGED FASHION, AND ROSSIDES IN REPLY 
DECLARED "TURKEY STANDS ACCUSED IN EYES OF WORLD". 

KINENE (UGANDA) ASSERTED DESTRUCTION OF EXISTING STOCKPILES 

OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS WAS REQUIRED IF FORMER COLONIAL POWERS 

WERE TO BE DEPRIVED OF MEANS TO RETURN AND PURSUE 

AGAIN COLONIALIST POLICIES. HE CHARGED THAT ISRAEL THWARTED 

ATTEMPTS AT PERMANENT ME SOLUTION AND THAT POLICIES OF 

SOUTH AFRICA AND RHODESIA THREATENED INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND 

SECURITY. 

BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) DECLARED THERE WAS NEW FORM OF WAR- 
FARE-SUBVERSION. MOST RECENT CONFLICTS HAD BEEN CAUSED BY 
EXTERNAL FORCES PULLING STRINGS, HE SAID, ASKING 
WHAT WAS POINT OF NFZ'S WHEN INTERCONTINENTAL BALLISTIC 
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WEAPONS COULD REACH WHOLE WORLD. HE CALLED POLICIES OF MAJOR 
POWERS SCHIZOPHRENIC-LEADERS WINED AND DINED 

EACH OTHER, WHILE THEIR EXPERTS WORKED UNDERGROUND TO PRODUCE 
NEW WEAPONS. SCIENTIST HAD TOLD HIM ABOUT POSSIBILITY OF 
SUPERSONIC WEAPONS WHICH WOULD KILL LIFE BUT NOT DESTROY 
BUILDINGS. "WHAT PROGRESS*" BAROODY COMMENTED. NEW APPROACH WAS 
REQUIRED; TIME DID NOT PERMIT PROTRACTED PIECEMEAL APPROACH. 
DISARMAMENT SHOULD BE DISCUSSED BY 10 OR 12 MILITARILY 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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POWERFUL STATES. WITH ONE OR TWO OBSERVERS APPOINTED 
BY SYG, RATHER THAN IT KEEP COMING BACK TO COMITE. 

HUSSEIN (SOMALIA) CONCLUDED MISUSE OF WORLD'S DOMINISHING 
RESOURCES FOR PURPOSES OF DEATH AND DESTRUCTION WAS BOTH ILLOGICAL 
AND IMMORAL. HIS DEL FOUND IT HARD TO UNDERSTAND HOW 
STATES WHICH CONSIDERED THEMSELVES LEADERS OF 
INTERNATIONAL MORALITY COULD BACKSTEP ON QUESTION OF 
OUTLAWING CW. HE EMPHASIZED URGENCY OF OUTLAWING NUCLEAR AND 
THERMONUCLEAR TESTS IN ALL ENVIRONMENTS. YANGO 
(PHILIPPINES) LINKED DISARMAMENT AND DEVELOPMENT 
AND SAID KEY TO DISARMAMENT WAS NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT. 

NOTING PHILIPPINES WAS SITUATED IN TYPHOON BELT. HE WAS 
GLAD SOVIET ENMOD PROPOSAL DID NOT ENVISAGE PROHIBITION OF 
PEACEFUL EFFORTS TO MODIFY CLIMATE. HE SUGGESTED PROGRAM 
OF ACTION REGARDING MODIFICATION OF ENVIRONMENT FOR 
DEVELOPMENT, AND SYG STUDY CONCERNING IT. 

IMRU (ETHIOPIA) SAID NECESSARY CONDITIONS FOR DISARMAMENT 
EFFORTS TO SUCCEED WERE MINIMUM AMOUNT OF TRUST AMONG MAJOR 
POWERS AND MEANS WHEREBY ONE STATE COULD COLLECT AND EVALUATE 
INFO RELATING TO MILITARY CAPABILITY OF POTENTIAL ADVERSARY. 

IN HER VIEW THOSE CONDITIONS WERE PRESENT TODAY 
BECAUSE OF DETENTE AND HIGH-FLYING SATELLITES. SHE CALLED 
FOR CTB, FULLY SUPPORTED NPT, AND URGED CCD TO CONTINUE 
EFFORTS ON CW TREATY. 

UAE DEL AL-KINDI HOPED FOR SERIOUS NEGOTIATIONS TO BRING 
ABOUT GCD, SAID USE OF BW SHOULD BE COMPLETELY PROHIBITED, 

CHARGED THAT ISRAEL CONTINUED TO USE NAPALM, AND DECLARED 
THAT MILLIONS OF DOLLARS SPENT BY BIG POWERS ON ARMAMENTS 
WERE TRUE CAUSE OF INFLATION. ERELL (ISRAEL), IN REPLY, 

CALLED UAE CHARGES OF USE OF NAPALM AGAINST REFUGEES 
"PROVOCATIVE LIE." 

MANKOW (CONGO) ASSERTED SUPERPOWERS WERE JUGGLING WITH 
NUCLEAR, CHEMICAL, BACTERIOLOGICAL AND METEOROLOGICAL WEAPONS 
AND UNTIL THEY AGREED TO DISARM, OTHERS WOULD PRODUCE 
SAME WEAPONS. IF THERE WERE SAVINGS FROM REDUCTION OF 
MILITARY BUDGETS, FIRST BENEFICIARIES SHOULD BE THOSE WHO 
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SUFFERED FROM IMPERIALIST WARS, SUCH AS VIETNAM, CAMBODIA, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ME COUNTRIES, ANGOLA AND MOZAMBIQUE, HE STATED.

INDIANS PASSED OUT TO MANY COMITE 1 DELS COPY OF DRAFT RES

LEBANON, SPC DECIDED TO TAKE UP ISRAELI PRACTICES AFFECTING 
HUMAN RIGHTS IN OCCUPIED TERRITORIES NOV. 8, 1 1 AND 12, 
ALLOCATING FIVE MEETINGS FOR ITEM. ISRAELI REP OPPOSED

AND LEBANESE AND EGYPTIAN REPS REPLIED. AT CHAIRMAN S 
SUGGESTION, COMITE AGREED TO TAKE UP PEACEKEEPING 
SIMULTANEOUSLY WITH PLENARY CONSIDERATION OF PALESTINE 
ITEM, FOLLOWED BY APARTHEID AND UNRWA.

AND PHILIPPINES. MEXICO, TUNISIA PHILIPPINES AND SIERRA 

LEONE REPS EXPRESSED HOPE THAT CONFERENCE-EXPOSITION ON 

HUMAN SETTLEMENTS (CEHS) WOULD EMPHASIZE INTERESTS 

AND CONTRIBUTIONS OF LDCS. SYRIAN REP CONCLUDED 

STATEMENT, WHICH EMPHASIZED SYRIAN CONTRIBUTIONS IN POLLUTION 

CONTROL AND WATER-RESOURCE MANAGEMENT, WITH COMMENT ON 
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"HUMAN SIDE” OF ENVIRONMENT QUESTION, NAMELY SUFFERING 
OF PALESTINIANS WHOM "WORLD-WIDE ZIONISM" HAD FORCED TO 
LIVE FAR FROM THEIR FATHERLAND, IN CAMPS LACKING BASIC 
FACILITIES. SYRIAN REP ALSO REPEATED REQUEST THAT 
ENVIRONMENTAL CENTER FOR ME BE SET UP IN DAMASCUS. 

UKRAINE REP, ONE OF SEVERAL EXPRESSING CONCERN THAT 
UNEP NOT OVERLAP WITH OTHER UN BODIES, REPEATED OPPOSITION TO 
UNEP'S DEALING WITH QUESTION OF NATURAL RESOURCES SHARED 
BY TWO OR MORE STATES, SINCE UKRAINE PLACES THIS WITHIN 
COMPETENCE OF NATURAL RESOURCES COMITE OF ECOSOC. 

INOMATA (JAPAN) SAID GOJ ATTACHES GREAT IMPORTANCE 
TO GLOBAL ENVIRONMENTAL MONITORING SYSTEM AND INTL REFERRAL 
SYSTEM, AND IS READY TO HOST FOLLOW-UP MEETING ON MONITORING 
EXPERTS OF GOVTS AND SPECIALIZED AGENCIES. HE ALSO 
CONFIRMS JAPAN'S INVITATION TO HOST SECOND UN CONFERENCE

NOV 6, HEANEY (KRELAND) JOINED PHILIPPINES, FRG AND ITALY IN 

SPEAKING IN SUPPORT OF RES, SAID RES IN NO WAY DOWNGRADED 

URGENT AND FORMIDABLE PROBLEMS OF AFRICA AND DECOLONIZATION. CUBA.
